The Cultication and Ripening of Grapes for
Pulle wse.—The JQuesiion bas been often
atked, which is the best metbed of cultiva-
ting grapes, 9nd how shall we protect them
in the fall fram carly frests? Many plans
‘Lave been suggested, and some bave succeed-
ed, but with great pains and expens~ to l'hc
culiivator. The following plan is one which
I bave ofien tried, and found it to be very
encecssinl: ,
1st. Propare the ground by spading to the
depth of from twelve to fftcen inches arcund
the surface, into a bed, so as to carry off the
curface-water freely. )
24. Use 5o manure of any description
whatever, as it only serves to force the vines
into an undue growth, and leaves the wood
in the fall tender and unripe.—A moderate
healthy growth is preferable.
3d. Procurc stout, smooth poles, about
nine feet long. bore a hele mear the top of
cach ope, set them in the ground where you
axish to plant your vives at & depth sufficient
tobave them stand frm, and from six to
vine feet apart, Lut not less-than six,
4th. Seleet stiong two-year old plants
from some relisble establishment, plant one
vine by each pole, head it bLack to two cycs
of last summer's growth, wulch (o prevent
summer evaporation.
5th. After the vioe starls suflicienlty,
train it around the pole in the formeof a
corkserew, take off all the laterals above one
eye; to prevent the fruit buds from bursting.
When winter sets in let the vine down to the
bottom of the pole, and cover it with straw
or any otlier loose litter.

Gth. Eurly in the sprinz, when the savere |

weather is over, uncover the vine and take

off the heel of the last year's laterals close to |

the fruit bud, head back to within one foot
of the top of the pole, attend to the laterals |
thrcugh sammer the same o8 last year.
Early in sutumn, before the first frost comes, 1
take a s=mal!l cord or wire, make it fast to

the top of the vine, and pass it through the |

hele in the top of the pole, make the end of |
the cord fast to a small stake, lock out for |
the first frost—that destroys the vine ofits |
folisge acd sours the grapes. When there is
danger of a frost, loosem the cord and the
vine will fail zently to the bottom of the pole
then cover it with straw or hay for the night.
The next?wmorning, at sun rise, take off the
bay or straw, and raise the vine to the top of
the pole and fasten with cord—when yon
have your vice, with its foliage and fruit,
uninjured, while the vines that bave been un-
protected will be stripped of both

Tree I’lanting.—In planting trecs, dig
large holes—twice the eirenmfrance required
by the extended roots, and twice the depth
necessary. Fill up with rich earih, and short,
well rotted manure, press down carefully
with the foot,; and stake firmly, and to pre-
vent it from rubbing the tree, wrap some
cloth around the stake, azd tie closely.
Mulch with grass, hay, shavings, sawdust,
old tan, or loose stones. Water onee a week
iu the hot scason, unless rain should supply
the necessary moisture. Most evergreens
thrive best on clayey subsoils. -
